vehement blows, that they ſeemed to ſpake the Earth aud to rattie 
againſt the wall of the Caſtle like migbt thunder-claps; and bad 
not the politics Knight continually skipped from the fury of bis 
blows, be bad been bzutſed as ſmall as fleſþ to p pot, foz eberę ſtroke 
that the Gpant gave, the rot of bis Dik entted at the laſt two oz 
thꝛee inches into the ground. But ſuch was tbe tviſoom and po-

unbuck'e their Sbtelds from their wearp Arms, till tbep bad won 
their credits in the fi.1ds again: noz never would be counted bis 
d2ſerbed followers, till their tiftumpbs were enrolled amongſt the 
adds of Partial Knights, 2 Acming themſelves with eppꝛobed 
C0;f1:ts,and taking to them thetr truſty @wozds,thep accompanied 

«George to the $2ickeſt of thetr Enemies, and left the Negroman- 
cer chained to the tre, which at their departure bzearbed fozth 
theſe bitter curſes, . 

Let Bells bozroz and tozmentirg pains ( quoth he) be their eter- 
nail punifþment : let flaming fire deſcend the Elements, and con. 
ſume tbem in their war-ltke triumpbs, and let their ways be ſtrow⸗ 
ed. with benemeus thozns, tbat all their legs may bozangle to the 
Ines, beſoze they march to their Native Country. But why ex- 
clalm J tbus fn bait. when beaben tt ſelf pzeferbes their happt- 
neſs ? Now all my Magick Charms are ended, and all mp Spt- 
rits fo:ſaken me in mp n&d; and here am J faſt chained up to 
ſtarbe and die. Pabe J bad power to rend the bales of earth, and 
Gake the mighty Wountains with my Charms 2? Pabe J had 
power to raife up dead mens ſpapes from Kingly Tombs : and 
can I not unchain my ſelf from this accurſed tre ? O no, foz J am 
fettered up by the immoztat power of the Chziſtians God; againſt 
whom becauſe J did rebel, J am now condemned to everlaſting 
fire. Come all you Negromancers fn the wozld, come all pou 
Dozcerers.and Charmers; come all pou Scholars from the learned 
Uniberittes, come all you witches, Bedlams and Foztunetellers, 
and all tbat practice DeviliſÞ Arts, come take example by the 
ſtozp of mp fall. 

This being ſaid, be blolently with bis own hands toze bis epes 
from dis bead, as a ſufficient revenge, becauſe by tbe direction of 
their wills, be was firſt trained in that damned Art: then befwirt 
bis teeth te bit in two bis loatbfom tongue, becauſe it muttered - 
fozth fo many fatal charms: then into bis thirſty bowels be de- f 
boured bis hands, becauſe thep had ſo often beid the ülver wand, 
+ wheres. > 
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wherewith be made bis Charmed cireles : and foz ebery letter, 
mark, and character, thar belonged to his Conjurations, be inflt* 
ted a ſeberal tozment upon bimſetf: and at lad, with figbt lets eyes, 
ſpechieſs tongue, bandleſsarms, and difmembzed body, be was foz- 
ced to gide up dis condemned Ghoſt : where after bis air of life 
wes baniſþed from bis eartlp Trunk, the P:avens ſemed to ſmile 
at bis ſudden fall, and Peil began to rear at the conqueſt of bis 
death: the ground whereon be dyed, was ever aſter that time un- 
foztunate, and to this pꝛeſent time, it is called in that Country, 
A Vale of Walking Spirits. 

Thus dave you heard the damnable liſe, s miſerable fall of this 
accurſfed Negromancer Olmand, whom we will now leabe to the 
puniſhments due to ſuch a wicked offender, and ſpeak ofthe ſeben 
Noble and Pagnanimous Cbꝛiſttan Champions, 

After . G:orge bad ended theſe Enchantments, they never 
ſþeathed up their @032ds, noz unlccked their Armour, till the ſub- 
verſton of Perſia was accompliſþed, and the Souldan witd dis 
Perty Kings taken Pziſoners. Seben days the Wattel continued 
without ceaſing : they flew tia hundzed thouſand Dauldiers, bc - 
fdzs a number that fled away and downed themſelbes : ſome caſt 
themſelves beadlong down from the top ofbigh trees, ſome made 
laughter of tbemſelbes, and ſome yielded to the merctes of the 
Ch:ittans : but the Sovidan with bis P2zincesTtding in their 
Jron Chartots, endured the Chzifttans encounters, till the whole 
. Armp was difcomfited, and then by fozce and btolence thep were 
compelled tapteld. The S2uldan bappened tbe bands of . 
George, and fir Ulce Koys to the other fir ptons, there af- 
ter thep has ſwozn Allegiance to the Chziſtian Knights, and bad 

zomited to fozſake their Mahomet, thep were not onlp ſet at liber- 
ty, but uſed moſt boncurably : but the Souldan Himſelf daving a

After this S. George earneſtly requeſted the other ür Champt-

Tbis 
motion of S. George not onlp obtatned their conſents, but added 
a fozwardneſs to their willing minds: ſo tncontinently they ſet 
fozward towards England : upon whoſe Chalky cliffs they in a ſhozt 
time arribed, and after this th their journep towards the City 
of London, where their entertainments were ſo bonourably per- 
fozmed, as I want the Eloquence of Cicero, and the Rhetogick of 
Caliope to deſcribe it.

which coſtly attire, they continually woze as an ebident fign of 
their pure and unſpotted Wirginities : many dars offered up theſe 
wozthy Champtons thefx Ceremontous Debotions, to that Sa. 
ered Tomb, waſþing the Parble Pabement with their true and 
unfatned tears, and witneſſing their true and bearty zeals, with 
their continual Uolleps of diſcharged fighs. 


Wut at laſt upon an ebening, when Titans Golden beams be. 
gan to deſcend the Weſtern Element, as thoſe Pzincely minded 
Champions,  tncompany of theſe twel de admired Paidens, zue. 
led befoze the Sepulchze, offering us their Evening Dzizons; an 
unten boice (to the amazement of them all) ſrom a boltow Mault 
in the Temple uttered theſe wozds : 


You Magnanimous Knights of Chriſtendom, whoſe true Nobili- 
ties hath circled the Earth with reports of Fame, whoſe bare feet for 
the love of our ſweet Saviour, have ſet more weary ſteps upon the 
partched Earth, than there be Stars within the golden Canopy of 
Heaven, return, return, into the bloody Fields of War, and ſpend nct 
the Honours of your time in this ceremonious manner, for great things 
by you muſt be accompliſhid, ſuch as in time to come ſhall fill large 
Chronicles, and cauſe Babes as yet unborn to ſpeak of your honoura- 
ble Atchievements. 


' And you chaſt Maidens that fpend your time in the ſervice of 
your God, «yen by the plighted promiſe you have made to true 
Virginity, I charge you to furniſh forth theſe - war-like Cham.

This unerpected bolce das no ſooner ended, but the Temple 
in their conceits ) ſeemed ſtrangely to reſound, like the melodp 
of Celeftial Angels, oz the Vol Yarmony of Cherubins, as a 
gn that the Gods were pleaſed at their pꝛocteding: whereupon 
the twelve Uirgins aroſe from their divine contemplations; 
and conducted tbe te ben Champions to tbe furtber ide of Mount 
Sion, and there beſtowed frankly upon them, ſeven of the vzabeſt 
Stteds that tber eber bebeld, with Partfal furniture anſwerable

tek them to the Wozlds' wide journey. Thts trabel began at 
that time of the pear, when the Summers Auen began to ſpzead 
her besuteous mantle among the green and freſh boughs of the 
bigh and mightyCedars,when as all bind of \maſlBirds flew round 
about, recreating themſelbes tn the beauty of the dap, and with 
their well tuned notes making a fweet and Peabeniy melody : 
at which time IJ ſay, theſe mighty and well eſtzemed Kntgbts, 
the ſeben Champions of Chziltendam, tk their wap from Jeru- 
ſalem, which thep thought to be moſt tiſed : in which they bad not 
many days trabelled thzough tbe Deſerts, and ober many a Poun«

ttat nigbt ; but all was in bain, foz that their cozpozal neceſ- 
fities would not content thereunro: bur without fleping they 
talked up and doton ſoz that nigbr, till the next day in the 
mozning that they turned to their accuſtomed travel and journep, 
thinking to find ſome fd foz tbe cberiſping of their comschs, 
and had their eyes always gazing about, to ſpie ſome Willage 
oz Pouſe, where they mig bt ſatisfie their hunger and take their 
reſts. 

Thus in this helpleſs manner ſpent thep awap the next dap, 
till the cloſtug of the evening ligbt, by wbich time thep grew fo

of the Champions in ſuch a miſerable caſe, being not able to belp 
themſelvea'! and ſo parting a a little from them, be lamented 
in this manner foffowing. 

Thou that haſt given m2 many Victories ; thou that haſt made 
me - Conqueror of King and Kingdoms: and thou by whoſe invin- 
cible power I have tamed the black faced furics of dark Cocytus, 
that mask*t abroad the World in humane ſhapes : look down ſweet 
Queen' of Chance I ſay, from thy Imperial ſcat : (ſhew me ſome 
favour , and do not conſent that I and my company periſh for hun- 
ger and wont of Victuals : make no delay to remedy our great ne- 


ceſſity: let us not be meat for Birds hovering in the Ayr, nor our

them ride apace : which they might very well do, ſoz that their 
Pozſes were not ſo unp2zobtded foz as their Paſters, by reaſon of 
the godly graſs that grew in theſe Wiads, wherewith at pleaſure 
they filled them ebere night. a 

y this time the golden Sun bad almoſt mounted to the top 
of Þzaven, and the glozious pzime of the day began to appoach, 
when they came into a great field bery plain, where in the mid 
of it was alittle Pountain,out of the which sbers appeared agreat 
ſmoas, which gave them to underſtand that there Þauld be ſome 
habitation in that place. 

Then the Pzincely minded Saint Gearge faid ts the otber 
Champtons : take comfozt with pour felbes, and by little and 
little come fozward with an cafte pace : foz JA will ride brfoze 
to \& who fall be our Yoſt this enfuing night. And of this, 
bzabe Knights and Champtons, be all aſſured : wbetber be 
be pleaſed oz no, be (þall gibe us lodging and entertainment 
like travelling. Knights, and therewichal be ſet Spurs to big 
Yozſe, and ſwiftly (ſcoured awap, like toa Þbip with ſweſting 
ſails upon the Parble coloured Dcean : his beaſt was fo (pre- 
dy, that in a ſpozt time be appzoached the Pountain, wheredt 
the noyſe and ruſþing of bis Þozſe in running, there aroſe 
from the ground a mighty and terrible Spant, of o [greas- 
beigbt, that be ſ&med to be a big growu Tre, and fox buge⸗ 
neſs like to a Rock of Stone: but when be caſt bis ſtaring eyes 
upon the Englith Knight, which ſemed to bim lite two Bzezen 
Plates, oz two tozches eber flaming, be laid bis band upon 
a mighty Club of Jroti which lap by bim, and came'with great 
Iightneſs to met S. George, but when de appzoached bis pre» 
ſence, be thinking dim to be a Knigbt'but: of ſmall valour and 
foztitude, be thzew awap his Jron Bat, and came towards 
the Champion, intending with bis fi to buffet and beat 
out bis bzains, but tbe coursge of the Englith Champion ſo 
ercieded, that he fozgot the ertremity of hunger, aud like 4

Pls. fall ſemed to make the ground to 
ſhake, 8s tdough a Nony Tower bad ben obetturned, foz as be 
lap upon the Earth be ſ&med. to bt a great Oak blown up by the 
Acts with a temprſtious Whirle-twind. 

C'Ap-thar! iltant the reſt: of the Champions came to that place 
-_ r at that pteſent, as befoze thep were ſad and ſoꝛ- 

nenne | 

And fo woben mt. Dennis with the other Knights did ſ& the 
greatneſs of the Gyant, and the defozmity of bis body, they ad- 
banced his balour depond imagination, and demed St. George the 
foztbnateft Cbampion that tber nature framed, bolding that Ad- 
denture in as btgh bonour, as the Grecians held Jilons Pztze, when 
be returned frat Colchos with Medea's Golden Fleece: and with 
ds great danger accompliſbedas the twelbe fearful labours of Her- 
culcs : but after ſome few ſpiec hes paſſed, St. Scorge delired the 
reſt of the Champions to go and ſ& what ſtoze of victuals the Op- 
ant bad pzepared foz him. 

Wbereupon tbep concluded, and ſo generally entred the Gy- 
ants PYotiſe, which was in the manner of a great Warn cut out 
of bard Stone, and wzought aut of a Keck: therein they 


Sourd 4 very large Copper Cauldzon ſtanding upon 4 trebet 
TS; the tet and ſuppozters thereof were as big as great Jron 


N Ss, under the ſame burned ſuch a duge flaming Fire, that it 


Tparkled like the fierp Furnace in burning Acheron. 


Within the-Cauldzon were bopling the Fleſþ of two fat Wul- 
locks, pzepared onlp foz the Gyants dinner: the fight of thts 
enſuing Banquet gabe them ſuch comfozt, that ebery one fell 
to wozb, hoping foz their travel to eat part ofthe meat, one turn- 
ned the Stef in the Cauldzon : another encreaſed the Fire, 
and others pulled out the Coals ſo that there was not any idle 
in hope of benefit to come. 

The. bunger they bad, and their defire to tat, cauſed them to 
fall to their meat befoze- it was balf ready, as though tbat tt 
dad bien oder ſodden : the two Knights of Wales and Ireland, 
. not intending to dine without Bzead and Dzink, frarched in x 
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ſecret hcllowCade, whereas they fond two great Loab's of Byeab, 
as big in compaſs as tde circle of a well, and two .griat Fizgons 
full of as god Mine as ever thep taſted, the wbich with great 
joy and pleaſure they dzought from tbe Cave, to the great and er. 
ceding contentment of the other Champions. 


Inſtead of knives to cut their UWictuals . George ufed bis Curtle. 
Axe which bad lately ben flained with the bateful Gyants deteſted 
blood, and tmbzewed with bis loathſom bzains, 

Thus and after this manner qualified they tbe pinching pains 
and tozments of bunger, whereof thep took as joyful à rep:(t, as if 
ther bad banqueted in the richeſt Kings Palace in the Wozld, 


Ds being joyful foz their god and beppy foztunes, St. George

like an Eccho to reſound ber Lementations, and at laft taking ber 
Watbers Letter into ber bands, waſhing it with Aas of tears, 
and putting it next unto der naked beat, ſþe ſaid 2 Here lie thou, 
near adjoyning to my bleeding heart, never be removed untill have 
performed my dying M rthers Teſtiment.

ing near unto this unhappy Iſland : whom in her young years when

Oh unconſtant Queen of Chance ( ſaid ſhe ) thou that haſt warp- 
ped ſuch firange Webs in y Kingdom, thou that gaveſt my honour 
to that Tyrants luſt, which without all remorſe hath left me com- 
ſortleſs, it is thou that didſt conſtrain me to . t my life to ſale, and 
to ſell my honour as it were with the Cryer, compelling me to do 
that which hath ſpotted my Princely Ellate, and ſtained my bright 
honour with black infamy : woe is me for Virginity ! that which 
my Parents gave me charge to have reſpect unto, but I have carch. ſly 
kept it, ard ſmally regarded it: I will therefore chaſtiſe my body, 
for thus forgetting of my (elf, and be fo revenged for the little 
regard that I have made of my honour, that it ſhall be an exam- 
ple to all noble Ladies and Princes of high Eſtate in the whole 
World. 

Oh miſ:rable Queen, oh ſond and unhappy. Lady. ! thy ſpeeches 
be too fooliſh, for although thy deſperate hand ſhould pull out thy 
deſpiſed heart from thy bleeding Breaſt, yet can it not make ſatisfati» 
on for thy diſhonour. 

Oh you Clouds ! Why do you not caſt ſome fiery Thunder-bolt 
down upon my head? or why doth not the Earth gape and ſwallow 
my infamous Body. : Oh falſe and deceiving Lord, F would thy lo- 
ving and amorous words had never been ſpoken ! nor thy quick-figh- 
ted Eyes never gazed upon my Beauty, then had 1 flouriſht ſtill with. 
gory and renown, and lived a happy Virgin of chafte Dfjang's:

With theſe and other like Lamentions this grieded Mugn- 
. paſſed atvay the time from dap to dap, till at laſt the felt ber 
Tomb to grow big with Chitd : at the which fe received- 
double pain, foz that tt was impoſſible to cover. oz bide tt, and 
teing ber telf in this caſe; like a woman bated and abbozred, 
fbe determined to diſcover her ſelf, publicklp unto der fub-- 
jects, and deliver ber body unto them to. be Sacrifficed unte 
their Gods : and with this determination one day (be cauſed: 
certain of ber Nobles to be ſent- (oz , who Ciraight-way. came, 
8ccozding to ber-commandment., but when che perceived ber 
Kozds, Knights, and Gentlemen of honour were come thither 
beſoze ber, the covered her (elf with a rich Robe, and ſate w_ 
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der Sed inher pꝛibate Chamber, being ſo pale and lean, that all 
they that ſaw her bad great campaſion upon ber (0;row: being all 
fer round abeur ber 829, and keeping filence, fe revealed tothem 
the cauſe of her grief in this manner 
My Lord: (q oth ſhe ) 1 ſhame to entitle my ſelf your Queen and 
§ veraign, in that Ihays defamed the honuur of my Country, and 
little regarded the welfare of our Common- wealth: my gliſtring 
Crown, me thinks is ſhaded with a cloud of black diſgrace, and 
my Princcly attire converted into unchaſt habiliments :in which J 
have both loft the liberty of my heart, and withal my wonted joy, 
and now am conſtraincd to endure perpetual pain, and an ever- 
pining death: fer I have loſt my honour, and reaped nothing but

To conclude 1 have forgone the liberty of a Queen, and fold my 
ſelf to a flaviſh lin, only mine own is the fault, and my own ſhall be 
the puniſhment.

of any man to moleſt them. In wich row of pleaſant Tres that 
delighted tbem on both fides, there wanted not the gren Lawzel, 
fo much eſteemed ol learned Hcholars ; noz the ſweet Pyztle Tre, 
loved by Ladies : noz the hig Cypzeſs, ſo much regarded of Lo- 
bers: oz tbe ſtately Pine, which foz bis flouriſhing beigbt is cal. 
ted tbe Pzince of Trees: whereby they judged it to be rather 
an habitation foz Gods and Goddeſſes, then a terreſtrial Coun- 
try, fo that the Golden Sun with bis giiſtering Stams did 
paſs thzougb thoſe gren and pieaſant- Tres without any bin- 
dzance of black Clouds; foz the sbtes were clear as tryed gl. 
ner: likewiſe the” Weſtern Wind did ſoftly ſbakbe the 
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tag leaves, whereby it made as ſweet a harmony as ff they Ja 
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ſeven Champions of Chriſtendom; 
ben Celeſtial Chervbins : a theufand little'ftrtamed bewog run 
upon the enameled- ground, making ſundzy* #ne -Wozbs by theft 
croked turnings, and jopning one wearer with &:15ther, with'® 
vert genie merting, masing ſuch tber mufftch, that rhe Cham 
ptons with the pleaſure thereof were almoſt rabiSed, and malie 
regarded wbetber their Pozſes went rigbt 0zno, and trabelling 
in this ſozt, they rode fozward till tber came inte à marbelobs 
great and wide WPedow, being of fucherceding fairneſs; that I 
am not able with a Pen to paint out the excellence thereof : 
whereas were fwding both wild and tame Parts, adozned wth 
great and cragged Pozns : likewiſe the furtous Wild Boze, 
tbe fierce Lyon, and the imple Lambs, wers all together, fad» 
ing with ſo great friend{þtp, as on the contrarp, by nature they 
were enemies. 

Whereat the Noble  Champfons were a1moft obercome in 
thetr own concetts, and amazed in their tinaginations, to ſie 
ſo ſtrange lobe, clean contrary unto nature, and that there was 
no difFerence betwtire the lobe of Wild Breaſts and tame, in'tdis 
manner tbep trabeſled along, till upon a ſudden they carrided bes 
fotze the butldings. of the Black Castle: and cofiing their eyes 
towards the fame, they bebeld near unte the pzincipar gate;

the: Cottle : whereat the pzincipal Gate pzeſently opened, and 
the Desto ⸗bzidge wos let.doben,' without the pelp of any. vigble 
band, which made the Champions ro wonder, and ta dand ama + 
d at the ſtrange arctdent, but yet intending not to return, 
de Cowards daunted with a puff of wind, they atligbted from 
dbeir War-like St&ds, and delivered them into the Old Sbepberds 
bavds; o de fed+upon the fragrant and green Gzaſs, till they 
had perfogmed ebe adbenture of the Cattle, the which they bowed

Foztune not 
wilting to uſe ber moſt extremity, inclined tbe fapl to neitber 
party, noz es pet gabe the Conqueſt to any, oll the time of the 
conflict, the furtous Pagician and tbe baltant Am: zonian thought 
on other thing, but eitber of them endeavbeured to bing the 
ether to an obertbzow, Criking each at ober ſuch terrible blows, 
and with co great fury, that many times it made either of them 
fenſeleſs, and both ſ&irg the great fezce one of another, were 
marveloufiy tncenſt with anger. 

Then the valtent Lady thzew ber Sbteld at ber back, thet with 
moze ſazce ſbe might üdritze and burt ber enemy, and therew'thal 
gave bim ſo firong a blow upon the Burgonet, that be fell quite 
aſtoniſhed to the Earth without any fling. 

Wut when the Pagictan came again to bimtelf, be returned 
Rana ſuch a terrible Wow, that tf it bad chenced to lit rigke 
upon ber, it would babe cloven ber bead in pieces, but with

Then this furious Devil C blaſphrming againff bis bard bap) 
babing bs (harp Sword berp faſt in bis band, ran towards big 
Eaemy, who (without any fear of big Furp ) went fozth to. re» 
ceib? bim: and when they met togetber, thep diſcbarged their 
blows ar once: but it foztuned that the Amizonians blow 
did firſt faſten, With ſo great ſtrength tbat foz all the Pelmet 
of tie Wagtcian, which was wrongbt of the ſtrongeſt Steel, it 
was not ſufficient to make defence, but with the rigezcus fozce

Weſoze thep bad walked baifa mile from the City, they ap- 
p:oached unto an ancient Nunnery, which was verp (air and of 
a ſtatelp Butlding, and likewiſe encompaſſed about with Cryſtal 
freams and many green Wed: ws, furnifþed with al manner of 
beautiful Tres and Fragrant F.ow2rs. 

This Bunnery was conſecrated to Diana the Zugan of Cha- 
ity, and none were ſuffered to tbe therein, but (uch chaſt La- 
dies and Uirgins as bad bowed themſelves to a fingle life, ano 
to kep their Uirginities foz. ever unſpotted. 

In this place the Emperours only Daughter, libed as a pꝛoſel- 
ted Nun and exempted her ſelf from all company, except it were 
the fellowſbip ofcbaſt and Religious Uirgins.

Wut when they came to tbe onaſterp, and bad entred into 
the Chamber of Lucina ( whom tber found zneling upon the 
bars groung at bet Ceremoritous Oziſons) Sint Gcorge firſt 
peoſte ted ber kindneſs by fetr pzomifes, but finding that there⸗ 
by be nothing pzebatled, be then made known his pzetended un-

And in ſaying this, be druck bim to furfouſ#'omtbe bereft, that 
the Spear paſſed thozow the Gpants body and appeared fozth 
at bis back, whereby be fell pzeſentlp down dead to the ground, 
and pielded bis life to the conqueſt of the fata“ Sifters, All that 
were pzeſont were very much amazed thereat, and wondzed great» 
ly at the strength and fozce of S. George, accounting bim the 
foztunateſt Knight that eber weilded Lance, and the dert pat- 
tern of true Nobility. 


At this time the Golden Sun bad finiſþed his courſe, ba- 
2 2 , bing 
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bing nothing abobe the Poziſon but bis gliflring Beams, 
whereby. the Judge of the Turnament commanded with ſound 
bk Trumpets, that the Juſis ſþould ceaſe, and make an end foz 
that dap.

bair,- and decktng ber delicate body, and ſuch like delightful plea- 
ſiirzs foz ber contentment and recreatton. 

Sq ficting down upon a gran Baatz under the ſhaddow of a 
MVirtle Tree, (be pulled a golden Cab! upon ber Bead, wherein 
ber bair was wzapped, letting it (all and diſperſe it ſelf all abzoad 
ber back, and taking out from ber Cryftaline bzeaſt an-Jvoze 
comb, ſþe began to ke:iib her bair, ber bands and fingers e 
ta be of white Alabaſter, ber Face ſtapning the beauty of Koſeg and

Fut now return toe to Pzince Pollemus, who at the time ap-

In wbicd reſolution be returned dome to the Emperour bis Fa; 
thers Palace, diſſembling bis grief in (ſuch manner that none could 
ſuſpect bis dffcontented ſozrows, noz the ſtrange accident that un 
to desuttous Dulcippa bad bapned. 

And do upon a day as be was meditating with bimfelf, teing 
tbe ſmall comfozt that be took in the Court, confldertng} the want 
of ber pzeſence whom be ſo much .deffred, be determined in greet 
ſecret, as ſ@n as it was poſſible, to depart the Court. 

Which determination be ſtraight. ways put in pꝛack ice, and took 
out of the Emperozs Azmozy bery ſecretly, an excedtug gad

embzoidered round about with a gilded edge, ver curtbufſy nid. 
, artificially graben and carbed, 
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Alto che tk a Shteld of the Came making, ſabing that it was 
not graben as the Armoz was, and commanded a young Gen- 
tlemin that was Son unta an ancient Knight of Conttantiao- 
plc, of a god diſpoſition and bardy, that be (ould zæp them 
ſafelp, and gabe bim to underdand of his determined pze- 
tence. - 

Although it did grieve the poung man berp much, pet foz all 
that ſ&ing the great friendſþip that he uſed towards bim, fn ut- 
tering bis ſecrers unto bim befoze any other, without replping 
to the contrary, be berp diligently toz the Armour and bid 
it, tif! be found convenient time to put tt into a Ship berp 
ſecretly; 

Do libewiſe be put into the ſame Sbip two of the beſt Pozſeg 
which the Emperoz bad ; and fozth-with be gave the Pzince to 
underſtand that all things were then ina readineſs, and in good 
ozder ; Pollemus diſſembling with the accuſtomed ſozrow that he 
uſed, with-dzew bimſelf into bis Chamber, till ſuch time as the 
dark night came.

0 ( down bis Lute) be began to fall into a great 
thought and | beaby and ſozrowful, in that be knew not

Veing in this cogitation, de returned to bis Page wbich 
was adp, and ftruck him with bis fot, and awaked dim, ſap- 
ing: What, didſt thou gg * great lamentation that wy 
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Lady Dulcippa made ( as to me it ſeemegy) Mog ina ſmall Bark 
that it paſſcd by, and gone forwards alon 2 Seas? To tbe which 
the Page Mercurio, anſwered nothing, foz be was ill in a ſound 
fzp |'To whom the Pzince called again, ſaying : Ariſe 1 tay 
bring forth my Armour, call upon the Mariners that they may launch 
their Boat into the Sea; for by the omnipoteat Jupiter, I ſwear that 
I will not b: called the Son of my Father, it I do ſuffer ſuch violence 
to be done againſtmy Love, and nct procure with all my ſtrength 
to revenge the ſame. 

M-rcurio would habe repiyed unto bim, but the furfous coun- 
tenance of the Pzince would not gtb: bim leave; no, not once 
to lo upon bis face: ſo be bzougbt fozth bts Armour and ducke 
*led tt on. 

In the mean time the Partiners bad lanced their Boat into 
the Sta, whereinto be leaped with a haſty furp, and carryed with 
bim bis Page and four of tbe Parriners ſoz ts row rhe Wargue, 
and he commanded them to take their wap towards the other com- 
pany that paſſed by them. 

S9 thep laboured all the night till ſuch time as bzight Phœbus

This bring ſaid, one of Saint George's Sons tok the Er- 
counter in band, thinking it a blemifþ ro the banoz of Knight, 
bod, by multitudes to aſſay! bim; lo they two bzave Antgbrs 
witbour any adbantage the one of the other, made their En⸗ 
counters ſo baltantly, that it was a wander to all the debol- 
ders,

tuch a furious blow, that be made bim ts deelme bis bead ra@ 3 


bis bzeaft, and fozced bim to recoil backwards two oz rbz>& 
ſteps, but be came quickly again to bimſelf, and returned bim 
ſo mighty 4 blow upon bis Pelmet, that be made all bis r&(þ 
to chatter in his þcad, which was pitriful to fe. 


Then began betwirt them a mardellous and wefl fought Wat⸗ 
tel, that ail that bebeld them greatly admired : with great 
policy and ſtrength they eadured tbe bickering all day, and 
when they tate the dark and tenebzous night came upen them 
they firobe with moze coursge and ſtrengih to finiſh rhetr Bar: 
tel. 

The Pzirce of Corſientirop'e, puffing and blowing like an 
enraged Bull, lift up bis @wo2d with both bis aids, and dit.

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tumbling and wallowing up and down the Galley, bzeaking their 
planks andDars, that it was drange to behold, 

At this time the night began to be very dark, wherefoze they 
called foz lights, which pzeſently were bzought them by the Par, 
riners,in the mean time theſe Knights did ſomewbakbzeath them» 
telbes, altbougb it was not much. 80 when the lights were 
bzougbt they returned to thetr od Combate with newfozce and 
ftrengtb. | 

Oh Heavens, ſaid Pollemus, I cannot belicve to the contrary but 
that this Mars the God of War, that doth contend in Battel with me, 
and for the great cnvy he bears againſt me, he goeth about to diſ- 
honour me. And with theſe wozds tbey thickened their blows 
with great deſperateneſs. 

And altbougb this laſt aſſault continued moze than two hours,

know not how thou canſt name thy (elf to b: the Son of the valianteſt 
Knight in the World, for that thou halt loſt thy honour in this latt 
aſſault. 

This being faid, the two wearp Anigbts concluded a peace 
betwirt them, and rebealed each to the other their names and 
libing , and tberefoze thep adbentured to trabel „ the which 
when it was known, thep ſayled fozward that way whereas the 
dolozoug woman went, ſo in this ſozt thep travelled all the reff 
of the night that remained, till ſuch time as the day began to be 
clear, and ſtraigbtwap thep diſcryed Land, to which place with 
great baſt they rowed.

And theſe all well 
furniſhed foz Battel, entred the Country, where they ſaund ma- 
ny Towns unpeopled, gallant Poufeg ſubverted, Monaſtari?s 
defaced, Cities ruinated, Fields of Cozn conſumed with Fire; 
pea, ebery. thing do out of ozder, as if the Countre bad never been 
inbabfted. Whereupon with a griebed mind we ſ& the Region 
of his Birth place ſo confounded, and nothing but up:ozes of 
murder and death ſounding in bis ears, be ſummoned bts knighs 
togetber, placing them in Zattel Arrap, to trabel bigh up into 
the Country, foz the perfozmance of bis deſired bopes.

This was not long a doing be- 
foze Saint David and bis Companies bebeld' deſcending from 
the Mountains, an Arme of Pagans, as it femed numbet⸗ 
leſs, People of ſuch mighty ſtatures, whoſe Fgbts might eben 
babe daunted thetr noble refoluttons bad not the bzabe Cham 
on fill animated them fozward with Pincely encouragements., 
Time ftayed not long ere the Battels joyned, and the Pagang 
with their Jron Clubs and. Bots of Stel, ſo lad about them, 
that had not our Chziſttan Army ben pzeferbed by miracl 
tuch a faugbter bad been made of the Champion and 165 
Knights , that wen might dave cauſed the whole Wozld te 
ut the Queen of Chance fo faboured Saint David and bis 
Followers, that what wich their nimble Lances, ken Darts, 
and Arrows ſhot from their quick Bows, and Welſh Pons

Time and Fare ſet bim happily in the Kingdom of Scotland: 
where baving not den in many years before, be received ſuch 
entertairiment as if de bad ben the greateſt Emperoz of the 
ano2d 2 foz all the Striets and paſſages as be went, were fur» 
niched with people of the bet regard, to gibe a gracious wel- 
tome to bis natibe bome : eſpecially the King bimfelf, tho foz
